And this achievement 
Appears even more grati- 
fying when it is recallod 
that trade levels in’ July 
were depressed almost to 
their Jowest levels since the 
end of the first quarter of 
1964. The August-December 
recovery was also the most 
sustained rise the Colony 
experienced since 1962. 


The Director of Commerce 
and Industry draws no 
special significance from 
thls other than to remark 
rather modestly ‘on the 
whole, (rade for the year 
can be considered  satls- 
factory’. It is, of cuurse, 
premature to draw any 
definite conclusions from 
the trend—at least until the 
figures for the first quarter 
this year are published, 
These will tel! whether trade 
fe to take itn customary new 
year downturn or improve 
satill further. 

If the latter, then the trade 
outlouk—reygardless of the 
prospects of a modification 
of the embargo—can 


definitely be described us 
betier than for the last four 
years, The most encourag- 
ing developmenta Jast year 
were that although exports 
* to China fell by 63 per cent, 
total exports increased by 
almost five per cent; and ex- 
ports of Hongkong products 
increased by seven per cent, 


pus means that Hongkong 
more thon offset the loss 
in the China export trade 
lost year by oxpanding trade 
elsewhere and for this local 
industry muxt take a large 
part of the credit, Mr 
Angus’s statement suggests 
that Hongkong is partici:

IKE corns, calluses 
usually are caused’ by 
long and continued pressure 
or friction: Also, like soft 
corns, they tend to dis- 
appear once tho cause is re- 
moved. But some are 
more stubborn and there- 
fore’ need specific treat. 
ment. ' 


If your feot remain ‘callused 
for any length of time, even 
after you havo stopped standin 
or walking for long periods an: 
havo replaced any tight-fitting 
shoes, you had better vonsult an 
orthopedic surgeon. He probably 
will advise irradiation ay one of 
the quickest and best methods of 
getting rid of the calluses. 


Before treatment, the callus 
should be trimmed os thin as 
possible. The thickened skin acty 
as a filter and a considerable 
portion of the dosage can be 
absorbed by the callus, 


Unless treated, repeated irri- 
fation might cause mild inflam~ 
mation of the cdllused area,

The hold-up of a Chinese couple who were 
robbed of jewellery and sums of money at the Kai 
Tak air strip last October had a sequel this morn- 


ing when Wong Kei, 28,

It was alleged that Wong, together with three 
other pérsons, robbed Lau Yuk-chun of a wrist 
watch, a pair of gold ear-rings and $3, and Cheung 
Yau of a wrist watch, a gold ring and $48 at about 
11 p.m. on October 20, 1955. :
